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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is still held that the prior art of record teach the 
steps as claimed in the instant application. Applicant argues that a muscle plane is defined as a location where two separate muscle fibers 
may be separated. Applicant also argues that identifying a muscle plane is not that significant in the surgical method. If the Final Office 
action, the inherent step of identifying a muscle plane was rejected as such because it is positively recited in the claims. Whether it is, 
realistically, unimportant is irrelevant if applicant positively requires this step in the claim. Further, if the plane is defined as such as 
between two fibers, a "plane" could be represented in many directions. What may be defined as "through the muscles" in the cited art, 
could be 'along a plane' in another muscle interface, as it is broadly interpreted . 
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
